“The fullness of democracy does 
not depend on the name or title 
assumed by the chief of state but 
rather 
0 11 the equilibrium of 
11a- 
tional powers and the action of the 
government. 
“The present-day world provides 
ample evidence that a monarchy, 
coupled with a truly parliamentary 
government, 
can 
very well fav : 
democratic development — meaning 
the exercise of individual liberties 
and the improvement of social con­ 
ditions. 
“Who, for example, would ques­ 
tion the equilibrium and 
propul­ 
sion of the democracy ot the Brit­ 
ish monarchy? 
‘ Who would question the social 
progress achieved under the mon­ 
archies in Sweden. Norway. Den­ 
mark and Holland?" 
Kina Humbert said he believe* a 
constitutional monarchy is bettei 
fitted than any other form 0 1 gov­ 
ernm ent for “true popular progress 
in Italy. 
Must Be Progressive 
He warned that the Italian mon­ 
archy of tomorrow “must of neces­ 
sity be, and certainly will be. prog­ 
ressive." 
Hubert added: 
• What we want to say simply, is 
th at cur major concern will be to 
render 
impossible a 
dictatorship 
which we consider equally disastrous 
be they of the right or left. ’ He ex­ 
plained his conception of "prog- 
tes'ive democracy 
by saving: 
“We mean progress within the 
democracy of man's material and

For this very reason vie v. ill 
consider the referendum a decisive
